For several yoars our 
country has withessed a stéady increase of 
youthful offerices, that is,;: ollences commit- 
ted by persons under sixteen years of ag 
Tuking the whole of the Dominion, the per- 
centages for the years 1884, '85, ‘86, ’87, 
and ’s8, were respectively, 10.13, 10,24, 
11.00, 12.84, and 16,06. Thus in five years 
the increase of this class of criminala has 
been more than 57 percent, The commis- 
sioners are led to conclude after careful and 
thorough investigation of the subject: that

Something of a sensation has been pro- 
ducedin Philadelphia by the action of Agents, 
Fox and Vonrhecs, of tlie Pennsylvania 
Society for tle’ Prevention of Cruelty to 
Auimals, in causing ‘the arrest of Jolin 
Lyons, coachman for Py A. B. ‘Widener, and 
Thomas. Edens, coachman for Willinw DL. 
Elkins,on the charge of docking ’ the tails 
of five horses, 

Opinion has long been divided as to the 
cruelty of this ‘*fad” of cutting off the tails 
of horses. ‘Uhe advocates avouch that the 
pain is but momentary and the operation 
without permanent injury. Those opposed 
to the practice declare ‘that the animal is 
more or less soriously affected ; that he is 
robbed of 86 much backbone, aud that 
nature gave him his long tail 4s a helm. In- 
deed, it has been urged that.a horse, witht 
“docked ” tail cannotturn around so nitnbly 
as a horse with along tail. Again, it is 
said to be an evidence of lost vitality when 
the docked” tail is found quivering after 
the horse has made some violent exertion, 
But this nervous demonstration may be 
compared by those of contrary views with 
the clock that has been deprived of its pen- 
dulum.

Cultivation that Pays. 


The rocky islands of Jersey and Guernsey 
are perhaps the se Heay types of culture at 
the present day, Jersey farmers make $300 
an acre yearly from early potatoes for the 
London market; they have more than one 
cow tu cach acre of meadow in grass, and 
average $250 to each acre of the island 
Guernsey, with thirteen huvdred souls to 
each square mile, ana more rock than Jersey, 
has developed greenhouse culture. The 
raising of hothouse grapes was started thirty 
years ago by a few men, and now the island 
exports yearly fifty tons of grapes, which 
bring $215,000 at the low price of eighteen 
cents a pound in winter. 

Kitchen gardens under glass are now the 
rule. Three fourths of an acre covered 
with glass and heated for three months in 
the epring yields eight tous of tomatoes and 
two hundred pounds of beans as a first crop 
in April and May, to be followed by two 
crops more during the summer and autamn, 
One gardener is employed, with two assia- 
tants; a small amount ot coke is consumed 
with a dollar’s worth of gas a month for a 
smol) watering engine. 

Prince Krapotkine writes that he saw a 
quarter mile of green peas under glass in 
April which had already yielded 3,200 
pounds of excellent peas and were full, as if 
untouched, and he also saw potatoes dug 
from the ground in April at the rate of five 
bushels to twenty-one feet square of ground. 
The immense vineries of Mr, Bachford, in 
Jersey, cover thirteen acres; their cost, ex- 
cellently built, was $2.34 a square yard. 
The whole work is done by thirty-six men, 
and 1,000 loads of coke and coal heat the 
whole for a acason. 

A well-known writer on agriculture states 


7 | that ‘the money return from these thirteen 


acres ot glass greatly exceeds those of au 
English farm of 1,300 acres.”

Sir John Macdonald's supremacy in public 
affairs has, we believe, no parallel in the 
history of constitutionally governed coun- 
tries under strict parliamentary control, 
He has been continually in Parliament since 
1844 and has been in office for ever-Jength- 
ening periods since 1847. Ho was only 
once—and that but for a short time—pre- 
mier before Confederation. But there is lit- 
tle doubt that he had great influence in the 
very first Cabinet he entered, and that in 
later ones, even when fiery, «despotic Sir 
Allan McNab was premier, ho managed to 
haye a good deal of bis own way, Under 
Tache he wad loader of the Assembly and 
virtually promier, In November, 1857, he 
formed the M ynald Cartier Government, 
which only lasted till the 20th of July, 185

A Fierce Sen Fight. 


San Francisco, June 4.—News of the 
fiercest sea fight that has taken place during 
the whole of the Chilian war has just been 
received here. It took place in the harbor 
of Valparaiso on April 26 between the insur 
gent cruiser  Magellognes” and the Gov- 
ernment torpedo boats ** Alden,” ‘ Admiral 
Condell "and ‘ Admiral Lynch” four days 
after the encounter between the same ves 
sels in Channel bay. After the latter battle 
th Magellognes” decided to attack the 
Government ships and, if possible, destroy 
thom bofore they could’ again be fitted for 
sea. Favored by darkness the ‘* Magoll- 
lognes” crept into the harbor of Valparaiso 
and began the attack by ranging alongside 
the already crippled ‘ Alden” and firing a 
broac side into her that did terrible oxecu- 
tion. Nearly half of the torpedo boat's 
crew wore either killed or wounded, and the 
vessol was completely riddled, 

VORTS DARE NOT ¥IRE. 

An alarm was sounded in the forts, but as 
tho vessels lay so close together the gunners 
in the forts dared not tire for fear of hitting 
their own vessels, Getting clear of the 
“Alden,” the ‘* Magellognes” at once at 
tacked the ‘‘ Lynch,” but ber fire was. re- 
turned with interest. The smokestack of 
the ** Lynch” waa blown away and a boat 
containing ten men, who had been sent to 
try to attack the rebel vessel with a torpedo 
boat, was blown out of the water. The

lying dead or dying on her decks, but her 
guns were untouched, and her captain made 
up his mind to try and better his position.

_ The method which we find most effective 
in getting rid of thistles is to put plenty of 
work on the land at the proper time. We 
often hear of wome patent way of killing 
them, but this J know for « certaiuty, that 
the cheauest farm in Ontario are thes on 
which the cultivation is most thorough, In 
this particular section, whore fall wheat is 
grown only to a very limited extent, many

HISTORY OF GAS, 


it Introduction and Growth in Popular 
Favor, 


Experiments in gas making were made in 
England in 1690, but not until 1792 was any 
success obtained, In that year William 
Murdock, of Cornwall, succeeded in li hting 
his house with gas obtained from COAL In 
1813, it was introduced for street-lighting 

urposes, Westchester Bridge being the 
favored spot upon which the first trial was 
made, It was a great improvement over the 
oil lamps, but notwithstanding a great pre- 
jndice existed against gas, even among men 
of science ; so great, in fact, that it seemed 
atone time that no further progress would 
be made, The ignorance prevalent at that 
time regarding gases in general was 80 great 
that when it was finally resolved to intro- 
duce gas lighting into the House of Com- 
mons, the architect directed that the pipes 
be placed four inches from the walls, lest 
their heat should fire the building! Aside 
from the question of prejudice, there were 
many obstacles in the way of the successful 
development of a distributing gas system, 
The proper machinery and apparatus for 
making gas had to be constructed, and for 
many years the required wrought-iron pipes 
could not be secured, Iowever, by the year 
1822 four great gas companies ad been es- 
tablished in London, using more than 1,310 
retorts and nearly 50 gas-holders, and 
making 400,000,000 cubic \fect of gas an- 
nually, 

In the United States gas for illuminating 
purposes was first saad y David Melville, 
of Newport, R.L, in 1806,

Blocks, 

Ihave rarely seon any thing amore in- 
toresting than the market hore, as the hu | 
open space opposite the cathedral, which 1s | 
deserted on other weeks days, becomos 
Saturday one of the most animated scones 
conceivable, writes % correspondent in 
Krasnoiarsk, Siberia. The peasants for 
miles around arrive by hundreds and hun- 
dreds, driving in thoir sledges laden with 
various wares, ‘These are formed 
sections by the police. Every thing scoms 
to have its regular place, far on cach mar- 
ket day the arrangement is the same. Now 
astroll through the noisy crowd reveals 
curiosities quite unknown to the untraveled 
European, 

To an artist the scene is one teeming with 
interest. All kinds of provisions are chiefly 
bold: - ‘Thoyfaxo ppreadounioleher onl te 
ground or on the sledges. You will notice 
the grotesque effect of the frozen mutton, 
also the frozen pigs. Between them, on the 
ground, are seen round white blocks, which, 
to ny great astonishment, I found were half 
gallons of milk! Asa matter of fact, here 
and now, everything in the ‘ eatable line” 
is frozon, so it can be kept without damage 
the whole winter, 

Live stock, game and fish, sufficient to last 
several months, are killed as soon as the 
frost sets in, and in a very short time become 
as hard as stone, so that it requires some 
considerable heat to soften them. The 
prices of the various edibles are, as a rule, 
astoundingly low.

Italians in the United States. 


It is believed by many that the providence 
which evolves good out of evil will yet turn 
to the advantage of the American nation 
the bloody and tragic happenings that have 
given to the city of New Orleans such an 
unenviable distinction. These assert that 
an immediate result will be the closer scri- 
tinizing of immigrants from Italy, tho land 
of the murderous Mafia, and that thus many 
undesirable persons willbe deterred from 
secking a home on this side the Atlantic. 
That some will be thus kept away is. not 
improbable though it is very doubdtfulwhether 
the most undesirable class of immigrants 
can by existing laws be sifted out. That 
the recent tragedy has not lessened the num- 
ber of arrivals is evident, Indeed the ar- 
rivals this spring are more numerous than 


, Progrossive farmer, was all cleaned, and Mrs, Ryan had gone 


ever—17,077, mostly from Italy and the 
southern countries of Enrope, liaving landed 
at New York during the week ending April 
25, while the arrivals for the corresponding 
weeks of 1890 and 1889 were 13,303 and 
7,071, respectively, It is clear therefore 
that some other test must be adopvad, than 
that which requires each new. comer to be 
possessed of belongings of a certain specified 
value, if the tide from these countries is to 
be perceptibly stayod. The New. York 
Evening Post suggests a knowledge of the 
English language, the Z'imes a tax on’each 
immigrant, while the Voice suggests the 
family tost, It says ‘* what we want in this 
country is citizens, not sojourners. When 
a Chinaman or an Italian or other 
foreigner comes here to live a few 
years, make money, and then return 
to his native country to spend it, he always 
comes alone, leaving his family, if he has 
one, on the other side. Ifa man bas a wife 
and children reject him unless they are with 
him. Such a test would be practicable, andso 
far as it went wholesome. A man away from 
his family ina foreign country naturally 
drifts into reckless havits, The presence of 
the family would not only act as a restrain- 
ing influence upon him, but it would be an 
evidence that the man came to this country 
with the intention of making a home here.” 
Tt is not too much to say that the immigra- 
tion question is not the least among the many 
difficult problems which the nepe lic has at 
present on its hands. Thankful should Can- 
adians be that the same problem does not 
confront us, and that our interest in the 
American situation is one that springs 
largely from contrast, We have land and 
homes awaiting thousands ot families of the 
right kind, but for such as many of the re- 
cent new comers tothe United States we 
have nowelcome. No immigration is a thon- 
sand times better than such immigration. 


Railway Laws in the United States, 


Several incidents in railway experiences 
with the American courts of law and the 
law-makers have pecan occurred that are 
of interest as showing that our neighbors 
are not disposed to allow those important 
and necessary public servants, the railways, 
to become absolute masters and dictators. 


‘The other daya jury at Muncie, Ind., 


rendered a verdict for the plaintiff in a suit 
against the Lake Erie and Western Rail- 
way for damages due to ejectment from a 
train for refusing to pay an extra charge 
because no ticket had been bought before 
entering the train, It is well known that 
this extra charge is imposed solely to reduce 
to the lowest point the danger of ** knocking 
down” by conductors collecting fare on the 
trains. It did not appear to the Indiana 
jury that passengers could fairly be taken 
to insure the company against the cishonety 
ofits ownagents. On the same day a bill 
was reported favorably in the Michigan 
Legislature compelling sleeping car com- 
panies to keep the upper berths closed when 
not in use. Here the right of the passenger 
is not so imperative, since in any case he 
gets all he pays for, butas he pays a very 
good price for what he does get, there is no 
reason why the company should not give 
him as much as it can without loss or incon- 
venience, The practice of ‘making up 

the upper berth is only a device for making 
the lower one by itself undesirable and thus 
inducing the passenger to pw for a 
“gection” of two berths. It will be re- 
membered, also, that a recent decision made 
sleeping car companies responsibe for valu- 
ables in the berths unless a safe place were 
provided for them, In all these cases the 
‘aw simply tries to make the companies do 
what, if they had sense, they would do 
themselves and secure the credit of doing 
it.

The Battle in Mashonaland, 


The lack of telegraphic communications 
in Africa is inconvenient. The fight in Ma- 
shonaland recently would hardly have oc- 
cured could news have reached the bellig- 
erents that Portugal and England were near- 
ing a satisfactery settlement of their dis- 
pute ; but almost simultaneously with the 
news that England hadappeased the public 
feeling of Portugal by conceding to her 50,- 
000 square miles of territory north of the 
Zambesi, came tidings of a battle between 
the British and POEERENONS in Mashonaland. 
The Portuguese actually attempted to drive 
the British out of Fort Salisbury, the strong- 
hold of the British South Africa Company, 
and entirely outside of the territory in dis- 

ute. The Portuguese were defeated and 
driven back toward the sea. 

It isnot probable that this event, deplor- 
able as itis, will interrupt the new arrange- 
ment between the countries which, accord~ 
ing to the despatches from Lisbon, is certain 
to be ratified. England has conceded to 
Portugal far more than is pleasing to British 
capitalists whoareinvesting money in Africa. 
She has yielded a large region between the 
Loangwa and Shire ‘rivers, north of the 
Zambesi, which the British South Africa 
Company had fondly hoped to appropriate. 
Roughly described, vhis region is a trian; le 
with its base, about 400 milea long, on the 
Zambesi, extending west to Zumbo, and its 
apex nearly 200 miles further north, touch- 
ing the middle couree of the Hod tan 
Not very much is known of this istrict, but

The New Premier. 


The death of Sir John ‘Macdonald left the 
government without a head and virtually 
dissolved the Ministry. It thus became the 
duty of the Governot,Gengral to send for 
another person to form a ministry, aud after 
consulting some of the leading members of 
the late ministry, the Hon, J, J. U, Abbott 
Friday last with the task 
of forming the new government. 
The following brief sketch of his career 
will be interesting: — ’ 
Mr, Abbott was born at St. Androw's 
county of Argenteuil; on Marck 12, 182], 
and is the sou of an Anglican clergyman. 
In duo time he entered McGill University 
and graduated as a B C.’L,. and in October 
1847, was called to the Bar of Lower Cana- 
da, He first began his political life in 4847, 
being elected for Argenteuil at the general 
election that year for the Canadian Assem- 
bly, and continued to be the member for 
the county up to 1867, when he was again 
elected for the House of Commons at Otta- 
wa, For a brief period in 1862 he held the 
office of Solicitor-General in the Sandfield 
Macdonald-Sicotte Cabinet, and was prior to 
this made a Q. C. While in opposition in 
1864, he introduced two bills which added 
to his fame asa lawyer, The first was the 
Jury Law Consolidation Act for Lower Can- 
ada, the principal provisions being to simpli- 
fy the system of summoning jurors, and the 
Preparation of the jury lists. The other act 
on the atatute book is that for the collection 
of judicial and registration fees by stamps. 
At the general elections in 1872 he was 
once more returned for his county. Elected 
again at the general elections in 1874, he 
was unseated, and Dr. Christie, the present 
sitting member, returoed by acclamation. 
He was again defeated in 1878 by Dr. Chiis- 
tie. The latter, however, was unseated and

How to Use the Mails. 


By direction of the Postmaster-General 
the Chief Post Office Inspector, Mr, Sweet- 
man, has lately been making special inquiry 
into certain cases in which lotters and puck- 
ages of more than ordinary size had been 
broken or torn in course of post. The chief 
inspector's investigatious lead to the o 
clusion that, in the great majority of cases, 
the damage has been the consequence of the 
inferior coverings (envelopes, paper boxes, 
otc.) used for the articles in question. He 
thinks that if the public would enclose their 
large letters in envelopes of sufficiently 
good quality and of a size adapted to that 
of the contents, and if in making up pack- 
ages they would use good wrapping rape 
and tie up the whole securely very few 
breakages would occur in course of post, Tt 
should be remembered that every letter and 
parcel cannot be laid in the most careful 
manuer in the bag or box into which it has 
to be sorted. Post-office clerks woulil never 
got through their work if they had to adopt 
this mode of treatment for the vast quanti 
ties of mattor passing through their hands, 
At the samo time the chief inspector, by 
Mr. Haggart's directions, is rovewing the 
instructions to post-olfice clerks to do all in 
their power to avoid damage to mail matter, 
and this doubtloss will have a good effect, 
If the public would work with th rot of 
fice to the extent of seoing that the articles 
they poat aro in gooul shape and well noour- 
ed, the unmbor of complaints would bo very 
materially reduced,

If there be other assistants besides suffi- 
cient tokeep up this process steadily and 
persistently for hours (for v tality has been 
restored after more than tico hours of appar- 
ently fruitless effort) wet clothing may be 
removed, the body rolled unto warm 
blankets and partly wrapped in them, and 
heat applied to the groins, feet and over the

Such declarations may be tuken by a Com 
missioner, Justice of the Peace, Mayor, 
Reeve, Deputy Reeve, or any Aldermen, or 
Municipal Councillor, who are constituted 


Justices of the Peace for the purpose of the 
Electoral nchise Acts, 
Tn cor vg the lists, as before stated, 


the qualification, as appears by the assess 
ment rolls, is the guide for the Revisor, he 
cannot go outside of it without proof, such 
asa «declaration, etc. But, lands ar 
Ways assessed at their ** actual value, 
a declaration as to value, if sufficient to qual- 
ify, will be accepted and may be made either 
by the upplicant or some other person who 
knows the land and has a knowledge of the 
value of land in that neighborhood; but if 
made by such other person, reasons of 
knowledge must be given. 

On the Ist day of Augnst next the lists 
will be placed in the bauds of the ** Queen's 
Printer” at Ottawa. 

Electors must bear in mind, that, up to 
this date, provided they possess the qualifi 
cation, they are entitled to go on by a dec- 
laration, but, after this date, they must file 
a notice of application two weeks before the 
day fixed for final revision and personally at 
tend and give evidence at the court. 

Those who are not quite of age, and those 
whose residence, possession or occupation is 


not, at the date of application, of sufficient 
length of time to qualify (viz., one year) but 


which will be sufficient to qualify, on or be- 
fore the 8lst day of July next, will be re- 
required to so state, in their declaration, aud 
such applications will be accepted and taken 
as received on the said 3ist of July, and the 
name will, on that date, be placed upon the 
lists before the same are signed and certified 
by the Revisor for the ‘Queen's Printer” 
provided, they satisfy the revisor that such 
resilence, possession or occupation has con- 
tinned up to that date, 

To save confusion and prevent mistakes, it 


will be better to put in declarations as early 
as possible and to ensure their safety be sent 


to the Revisor by registered letter, 

It would save much trouble and expense, 
if both Conservative and Reform Associa- 
tions should each appoint, Ist, a general 


agent to take charge of the lists for the 


whole electoral district, 2nd a sub agent or 
agents (who are thoroughly acquainted with 
the locality) in each township or municipal- 
ity. All these agents should attend the 
Revisor when he personally examines and 
compares his lista with the assessment roll 
for 1891. for their respective municipalities, 
By adopting this plan they would not only 
nasist materially the Revisor in correcting 
his liste, but would save a great many or all 
unnecessary appeals on the Final Revision. 
It is the object, and to the interest, of the 
Revisor to place every duly qualified elector 
upon the lists, and, as he cannot personally 
visit every locality, like an assessor, he must 
rely tipon some assistance from all those in- 
terested in a correct and proper list. 
Herewith is given a form of declaration 
which may be a guide to applicants, who are

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Wood Pulp. 


Wood tibre has come into general use as a 
substitute for the cotton rags and other 
materials formerly employed in the making 
of paper. ‘This fibre is called pulp, having 
taken the name which used to be given to 
the cotton and linen fibre when it had been 
prepared by maceration for spreading into 
sheets of paper. The wood fibre used to be 
prepared, only a few years ago, by a wholly 
mechanical process. The blocks of wood 
were ground, or rasped off byaction applied 
obliquely to the grain. The length of fibre 
depended partly upon the angle at which 
the block was held during this process, 

Tn place ot the old mode of obtaining wood 
pulp, chemical treatment of the wood is now 
in vogue, As formerly, the bark is stripped 
from the wood to secure fibre of uniform 
quality. All discolored or decayed parts are 
removed for the same reason. Then the 
wood is cnt across the grain into thin chips, 
which are carried to the top of the mill and 
dropped into large drums about fourteen 
fect in diameter, and twenty-four foet long. 
The drams are made strong enough to 
hear a pressure of from seventy-five to two 
hundred pounds to the square inch. When 
adrum is packed full of chips it is filled 
with sulphuric acid and other chemicals. 
The wood ia converted into a cotton-like 
product, which is then pressed dry and 
mashed, It is next mixed with water, roll- 
ed flat, and cut into shape for bundling. In 
this condition it is said to be made up of 
sixty per cont, moisture and forty per cent, 
fibre, In this shape it goes to the paper mill. 
Tt is found to be better to pay the freight on 
the contained water than to cheapen the

Cuba and its Resources 

Who boautifal island of Cuba, lying off our 
Florida coast and resting under the stern 
dominion of Spain, has been an object of 
Goep interest to the United Statos for many 
years, One reason of this lies in the fact of 
its proximity to our continent, and its dis- 
tance from the power which rules it 
Another is to be found in the extraordinary 
riohness and yariety of the natural resources 
} of the island 

For Cuba has been well named ‘ the 
garden of the West Indies.” Its soil and 
climate are capable of yielding an ‘almost 
unlimited range of agricultural products, 

Not only doos it grow the bost tobacco in 
| the world; a yet mere valuable product 1s 
the Cuban sugar. Colfee, corn, rice and 
cotton can be profitably raised from it, ‘The 
forests of Cuba are rich in mahogany, rose 
| wood, cbony and cedar, 

The fruits which ave grown on the island 
are os various and luscious as those yielded 
by the fertile plains of Southern California. 
Thoy include oranges and lemons, pineapples 
and bananas, figs and bread-fruit, pomegran- 
ates, cocoannts, mangocs and guava, and 
others less familiar to us, 

Within the past ten y , Moreover, an 
important iron mining industry has been 
developed near Santiago, a3 a result of which 
it is stated that iron ore to the yalue of a 
ynillion anda half of dollars will be exported 
thence to the United States in 1891. In 
return, the Cubana will receive American 
coal. 

Sut this island, so hountifully gifted by 
nature, has never yielded to the world the 
amount of products which it is capable of 
giving. It is the least developed country in 
our hemisphere, Brazil alone excepted. It 
has now fifteen hundred sugar plantations, 
but is capable of providing ten times that 
number, and the same may be said of the 
possible increase of tobacco, coffee and cotton 
plantations, . 

While the working-people, white, negro 
and Chinese, are generally peaceable and 
fairly industrious, it remaing true that Caba 
is not cultivated to anything like the extent 
that is possible, nth 
‘Lhe selfishness of Spanish domination, 
and the consequent bad economic condition 
of the island, are the main causes why Cuba 
remains to so large a degree undeveloped, 
The sugar-planters are stated to be poor, 
unable to make their product valuable, and 
equally unable to procure skilled labor, 
Cuba is politically subject to Sapin; but 
its geographical and commercial intorests lie 
with the United States, Cuba needs the 
machinery and supplies which the United 
States could give it; but the economic rela- 
tions between the island and the continent 
have hitherto prevented Cuba from receiv- 
ing them, 

These relations are to some degree shown 
hy the value of the exchanges of products 
which take place between the two countr 
The reports show that, in 1889, while we 
received from Cuba articles to the value of 
fifty-two millions of dollars, we only sent to 
Cuba articles to the valce of about eleven 
and o half millions, 

On the other hand, in 1888, Great’ Britain 
veceived from Cuba and Porto Ricb goods 
only valued at a million and a half dollars, 
while of her manufactures and other goods 
she sent to them articles reaching a Value of 
about twelve millions, 

Negotiations have lately taken place be- 
tween the United States and Spain, which 
have resulted in a reciprocity treaty which 
is expected to result in a much freer inter- 
change of products than has been made 
heretofore. That is, Cuba will probably 
buy more American goods, which will be 
admitted to the island at lower rates of 
duty. 

A sccondary result of the treaty will prob- 
ably be to introduce American capital and 
enterprise into the island, : 

The ultimate destination of Cuba’ is per- 
haps to bea political as well as commercial 
union with our republic. Meanwhilé, recip- 
rocity of trade will doubtless be of large 
mutual benefit,

A Close Season in Behring Sea. 


The action of the British parliament in 
passing the bill to provide for « close season 
in Behring sea must commend itself to every 
thoughtful person as exceedingly judicious, 
inasmuch as it will serve to convince the 
world that the existing difficulty between 
Britain and the United States isnot duc to 
any unreasonable demand on the part of the 
former country. The bill provides that the 
period during which the prohibition shall 
continue shall be determined by the order in 
council ; that during this period no person 
belonging toa British ship shail kill, take or 
hunt, orattempt to kill tuke or hunt aby 
seal within Behring sea ; that no British 
ship or any equipment or crew thereof shall 
be employed in such killing, taking or hunt- 
ing, and that if there be any contravention 
of the Actany person committing, procuring, 
aiding or abetting such contravention shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and the’ ship 
equipment and everything on board shall be 
forfeited to her Majesty. In moving that 
the bill be read a second time Mr, W. H. 
Smith stated in parliament the other day 
that ‘Great Briciin had endeavored toarrive 
ata friendly conclusion with o kindred 
power and had practically suce sded in do- 
ing so.” It is expected thata joint commis- 
sion will now be appointed to investigate 
the con‘lition of the sealing industry that 
thus the two nations may be in a position to 
deal more intelligently with the question, 
Meantime arrange taare going forward 
to have the question of jurisdiction submit- 
ted to arbitration,

coast, This second expedition is that of 
Lieut, Ryder wnils to explore the 
unknow: von 66° and 70° north 
latitude, ‘The expedition left Copenha 
under the auspices of the Danish 
ment, If Ryder reaches this coast through 
tho ice which presses againat it he intends 
to connect the surveys Scoresby and vhe 
Koldewey oe peaon on the north with the 
discoveries of Capt. Holin on the south, and 
thus complete the outlining of the east coast 
of eonland from Cape Farewell, its south- 
ora extromity, to Capo Bismarck, in the 
far north, 
Dike Peary, Rider believes in the effic 
of small exploring parties in the Arctic ré 
gions. He is accompanied by only five or 
sixmen. He hopes to devote a consider 
able part of this fall to the study of glacial 
phenomena, and after he has established his 
camp at Cape Stewart he will investigate 
the neighboring flords with their glaciers 
As soon as the sledging period begins next 
spring he will start south with sledges and 
boats, hoping both to nscertain the outlines 
ofthe coast and tostudy the edge of the inland 
ice, Ho will travel south as far as Angmag- 
salik, where he will await the arrival of a 
steamer to take him back home, It is the 
purpose to have the vessel attain the coast 
at two points, if possible; first going to 
Cape Stewart to take on board the collec 
tions which the party mako during next 
winter and this summer's campaign, and 
secondly, pushing through the ice again to 
take the explorers on board at Angmagsalik. 
If for any cause the vessel does not reach 
Ryder and his men, he will be compelled tu 
spend another winter in the far north, livi 
this time among the natives, whom Capt. 
Holm has already so carefully studied. In 
this event he will in the following spring 
retreat to Cape Farewell and the Danish 
settlements of the west coast in the boats 
which he expects to take with nim fron 
Sere Stewart to Angmagealik, 

These two expeditions, with the auxiliary 
exploring party which is accompanying 
Peary forthe purpose of making scientific 
collections on the west coast and ascertain- 
ing the coast outline of Melville Bay, are 
the only enterprises of importance which 
are ali to attract attention in Greenland 
during the next two orthree years. ‘he 
success of allthese expeditions is proble- 
matical.

entlemen who worship the Goddess of 
Jhance with an earnestness and devotion 
which no professioual gambler can surpass, 
For that the gambling habit during the last 
few years has made enormous advancesamong 
the English ‘‘ upper” classes is a facttoo pa- 
tent to be denied. And not only has this un- 
healthy habit been growing, but according to 
the London Standard, a journal of unques- 
tionable repute, it is being pursued with an 
openness which is nothing short of shame- 
less, Says the Standard; 

“There is no concealment about it. 
The man who wants a game of baccarat, or 
who desires torisk his money at rouge-et-noir 
is under no necessity to dive into some 
furtive and half illicit private ‘hell.’ He 
can gamble to his heart’s content in the 
drawing-rooms of some of the stateliest 
country houses in England and some of the 
noblest town mansion; in London ; and the 
number of these private casinos is increasing 
rapidly. Gambling is becoming the favor- 
ite after-dinner amusement of certain influ- 
ential sets, and if we can believe the stories 
that are told, vast sums ure won and lost 
with a frequency and freedom that recall 
the old days of Crockford’s, Then, too, 
we have adopted an innovation unknown to 
our great grandfathers, In their time, if 
men sat up till daylight gaming and drink- 
ing it was in the company of men, In our 
modern gambling coferies women are free of 
the guild. The ladies are not expected to 
withdraw when their male friends call for a 
pack of cards and express a desire for cigars 
and ‘long drinks.’ In the game which 
ensues the charming and graceful hostess 
takes a hand; she can put her money on the 
red or the black with coolness and judg- 
ment; she is acquainted with the inner 
mysteries of poker, and can ‘ bluff ’an oppon- 
nent in that fascinating game with the skill 
and pertinacity of a yeteran player in a 
‘Texas bar-room.” 

‘This is not a delightful picture surely, nor 
one to be contemplated with equanimity by 
those Englishmen who are solicitous for the 
moral well-being of their fellow-country- 
men, It is to be hoped that His Royal 
Highness, whose experiences in connection 
with the recent trial have been so humiliat- 
ing will henceforth consent to lend the weight 
of his powerful influence in discountenancing 
a practice so universally condemned by 
moralists as tending to subyort the best in 
terest of the people,

A HEBREW HELL IN RUSSIA, 
DY HENRY URUCR. 


It is George Eliot who says that more 
will-power has been exerted for the purpose 
of extinguishing the Jew than for any other 
one purpose since the world began; but that, 
somehow, the Jew will not be extinguished. 
He is tough and enduring beyond all prece- 
‘lent, admirably well fitted to survive. He 
has survived the persecutions, the ignominy, 
the intolerable homesickness of twenty con- 
turies ; ho hos come out into the light, he 
has made a home for himself amony the 
foremost of every land where life is possible; 
the deadly duel between 400,000,000 Chris- 
tians and the poor 7,000,000 Jews, which is 

istory of the European Jew, has result. 
od not to his disadvantage, Ho has received 
scars in that conflict, for wrongs do not 
pavs ; by endowment and by possibility he 
was the moat fortunate of all the nations, 
butas it as, he will ne have, now, the 
distinctive virtues of a ¢ inant race, Yet 
he is rich, virtuous, honored, gifted beyond 
any other type of man with a keen, two- 
edged intelligence, with the power to feel

This brave 
and benighted nation, existing for so long 
unknown in the midst of the vast Russian 
and Polish barbarisms, have been irrevocably 
doomed to extinction,’ Jt is not enoug 
that the nation, as a self-governing 
factor in Russian affairs, must pass 
each individual composing the nation must; 
be destroyed. Those who understand the 
conditions best say that the Russian Jews 
have nochance. Mr. Lanin has remarked 
that never before was a losing gama, for 
such large stakes, played with such un- 
daunted spirit as by these uncultivated 
Jews. *

Yet the Mohammedans, while they stood 
in Spain at all, maintained their touch with 
the delivering sea, For the Jews in Russia 
there is no sea, no escape, no hope. | This is 
the day of the growth of great powers, and 
Russia is as clearly on the increase now as 
was Christian Spain in the fifteenth century. 
A despotism can bear no exceptions, and the 
recent fate of Finland, independent and con- 
stitutional for nearly a ‘century, where the 
Czar was no Czar, but merely et shows 
the tendency of things. The Russians 
are not merely jealous of the political exist- 
ence of the Jews—they are in deadly terror 
of their superior intelligence, industry, and 
virtue. 

Russia proper, Great Russia, Holy Russia, 
never had any Jews. At present there are 
no Jews in all the body of the Empire, with 
the exception of a few merchants who are 
allowed to reside from year to year in the 
great cities, by paying an enormous fine, on 
the some principle that dogs pay taxes in 
America. It would be easy and amusing to 
quote some of the edicts by which successive 

Ruasian monarchs endeavored to keep the 
‘scurvy Jews” off their borders. The most 
liberal of these edicts allowed the Jews, for 
example, to enter the country for a limited 
time in order to attend the annual fairs, but 
forbade then: to carry any money at all out 
of the country, even copper Ms. 

The Jews came to Russia with Poland, 
which was annexed in 1772 and in 1792, 
They had been living in Poland for about 
five centuries, thoy had been first 
brought into the country by Gedimir the 
Groat, They came from the direction of 
Germany, and had carried with them the 
sort of German which was spoken in the 
thirteontheentury, ‘This language, horribly 

onounced, and with the addition of 
ritie and even of Slavic words, is the 
Judisch-Dentsch, which still makes the yer 
nacular of the Rusas Jew, and in whieh 
a play was even performed in London not 
many years ago, reprosonting the tribula- 
tions of the orthodox Jew, who is dragged 
away from the study of his favorite Talinud- 
ical esos to serve in the army, where, from 
his race, he can hope for no promotion, 

One born among the Polish Jews has ably 
described the peaceful, pastoral state of 
things which oxistod for six centuries, until 
the beginning of the present persecutions, 
“They were governed,” hesays, by deputies 
and an older olected by the householders of 
the kahal orcommune, which was noverthe- 
loss aristocratic, or rathor plutocratio, With 
the government of the country the kahat had 
slight connection, It paid an annual tribute 
to ita overlord, whose chattel it was ; and 
furthor than that it had no responsibilitios, 


without paying a yearly tax of five rubles ; 

he cannot employ hisown butcher without

might go on forever, 

The most fearful thing of all is the recent 
decision ofa Russian superior court that 
where a law can be made to harm or not to 
harm a Jew, it must always be construed in 
tie restrictive sense, In other words, the 
prisoner is no longer to have the benefit of 
the doubt. As Mr. Lanin says, ‘‘ The writ- 
ten laws against the Jews, severe as they 
undoubtedly are, can give no idea of the 
actual amount and kind of suflering inflict- 
ed on this unfortunate people by those who 
administer them, and from whose interpre- 
tation and conduct there lies no appeal. 
Not only mustone take into consideration 
the kind of whip with which they are beaten, 
but likewise the arm that wields it, and in 
this case it is the sinewy, bloody arm that 
knouted so many Christians to death.” 
Perhaps the Russia Jews are uncultivated, 
as Dr, Schindler says ; but the way in which 
they are enduring these persecutions has 
been finglypalled: the nearest approach to 
an imposing miracle that hasbeen vouchsafed 
to this unbelieving generation. fisbé 


Do we Live Longer than Our Ano:sto:s? 


In an article entitled ‘* Our Grandfathers 
Died Too Young,” in the ' Popular Science 
Monthly” for June, Mra. Tl, M. Plunkett 
shows that statistics are not necessarily, d 
even to women, and that with & womans 
treatment they may be made attractive to 
any one. She completely demolishes the sup- 
erstition that our ancestors had hardier con- 
stitutions than we, and that their more 
healthful mode of living enabled them to at- 
tain ariper old age. The statistics which 
throw the strongest light upon this subject 
are those of Geneva, Switzerland, where 
official vital records have been kept ever 
since the time of John Calyin, In the year 
1600 the death-rate there was forty in the 
thousand. In 1800it had fallen to twenty- 
nine in a thousand. The meaning of this 
is that the average length of life in that city 
has increased one-third. During this cen- 
tury vital statistics have been kept in other 
countries, with the result of alba that 
in no century has the duration of life been 
lengthened so much as in’ our own. Toa 

reat oxtent this change for the better has 

en due to better Food supple, better 

clothing, warmer houses, and bettermedical 
service, 

Owing to the last-named cause, plagues 
have been almost unknown in this century, 
while in the last, through the ravages of 
small-pox alone, in the city of London two 
hundred thousand people died, and, as 
Macaulay says, it was the exception to find 
‘a person whose face was not pitted. But in 
a larger measure the change has been duo 
to better ventilation and better sanitar: 
arrangements both domestic and municipal. 
‘** By thorough attention to house drainage, 
Boston has reduced her death-rate | from 
thirty-one in the thousand to twenty. At 
the beginning of this century it was ¢ loubtful 
if there wasa single well-authenticated case 
of aman who had reached the age of a hun- 
dred years, Such cases are now numerous, 
Age and youth have, of course, always been 
correlative terms, but menarenow regarded 
‘as in the prime of life who were regarded as 
acontury ago, Lt isnot, therefore, the old 
people of thie generation who hurry through 
Hite, but it was ourancestors, who did this.
